Fur>J]ertnore, Napoleon called himself 
protector of the lands In Germany lie 
didn’t take. 
As soon as Napoleon began to call 
himself emperor of tile French, the 
kitig of Hungary nm! archduke of Atis 
trill b ein g the em peror-elect of the R o ­ 
mans, wished to distinguish between 
Ills ancient title and the new tiUc 
taken by the “ upstart.” 
6 ° I"’ called 
himself hereditary emperor of Aus­ 
tria. 
In a short tim e his “empire” and 
title came to an end. 
Many of the German princes had 
Joined Napoleon. 
They began to a s ­ 
pire for higher titles than had been 
theirs. 
So they called themselves king 
of Bavaria, king of Wurttende rg. and | 
so forth.

By his rise from an humble resident 
of Torsion to the position of emperor 
of the French anil the virtual m as­ 
tership of western Europe, Napoleon 
it roved the last lingering supersti­ 
tion about the Roman empire.
